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To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  High  Wycombe 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  eleventh  Annual  Report  on 
the  High  Wycombe  Health  Services. 

In  1954  the  number  of  live  births  during  the  year  was  675 — an 
increase  of  53  over  the  figure  for  1 953.  The  birth  rate  per  thousand 
resident  population  rose  from  15.52  m 1953  to  15.98  in  1954.  The 
still  birth  rate,  however,  fell  from  28.4  in  1 953  to  1 6.3,  both  figures 
being  expressed  per  thousand  births  (live  and  still). 

Deaths  in  the  Borough  decreased  whether  calculated  in  absolute 
figures  or  per  thousand  population.  The  total  number  of  deaths 
fell  from  382  to  364  and  the  death  rate  per  thousand  population  fell 
from  9.12  to  8.62.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  again 
claimed  most  victims,  cancer  being  the  next  most  frequent  cause 
of  death. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  rose  from  12.12  to  17.8.  In  view, 
however,  of  the  comparatively  small  numbers  involved  in  the 
calculation,  year  to  year  figures  are  liable  to  vary  markedly.  The 
rate,  nevertheless,  compares  favourably  with  that  for  the  county  as  a 
whole  (22.4),  the  more  so  when  the  reduced  still  birth  rate  is  taken 
into  account. 

There  was  only  one  notification  of  poliomyelitis  during  the  year, 
the  case  not  being  fatal.  This  low  number  of  cases — the  lowest 
figure  in  fact  since  1946  — may  to  some  extent  be  due  to  the  cool 
inclement  weather  experienced  during  the  summer. 

There  were  no  major  epidemics  during  the  year  and  again 
there  were  neither  notifications  of  nor  deaths  from  diphtheria. 
Whooping  cough — the  other  major  infectious  disease  of  childhood 
against  which  effective  immunisation  is  possible — was  notified  on 
only  10  occasions.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  with  increasingly  wide- 
spread realisation  of  the  value  of  immunisation  it  may  be  possible 
in  the  future  to  report  the  virtual  elimination  of  this  disease  as  a 
source  of  either  morbidity  or  mortality. 

I am  grateful  to  fellow  officials  for  their  co-operation  and 
acknowledge  the  interest  and  diligence  of  my  staff.

Hospitals 

The  High  Wycombe  War  Memorial  Hospital  is  situated  m the 
town.  This  is  a general  hospital  of  100  beds  with  an  annexe  at 
Booker  which  has  Geriatric,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  and  convalescent 
units  comprising  46  beds.  The  Shrubbery  Maternity  Home  of  20 
beds  is  also  in  the  Borough. 

Infectious  disease  cases  now  go  to  Aylesbury  Isolation  Hospital 
or  to  the  Isolation  Hospitals  at  Maidenhead  or  Reading. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home 

This  is  undertaken  by  the  nurses  stationed  at  the  Grange, 
Amersham  Hill — two  of  whom  are  engaged  on  general  nursing 
work  and  three  on  midwifery.  The  Home  Nursing  Service  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Bucks  County  Council  with  the  aid 
of  the  local  branch  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade.  The 
headquarters  are  at  the  Municipal  Offices.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  to  you  my  Report  for  the  year  1954,  I thank 
you  for  the  consideration  I have  received. 

The  housing  problem  has  occupied  a great  deal  of  your  Officer’s 
time  during  the  year  and  every  endeavour  will  be  made  to  formulate 
a plan  to  comply  with  recent  new  legislation. 

Another  matter  which  claimed  a great  deal  of  attention  was  the 
facilities  available  for  slaughtering  within  the  Borough,  after  the 
de-rationing  of  meat  and  the  cessation  of  central  slaughtering 
controlled  by  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

Following  de-control  the  responsibility  for  providing  adequate 
facilities  was  placed  on  the  local  authority.  Many  meetings  were 
held  to  obtain  sufficient  information  to  justify  the  provision  of 
slaughtering  facilities.  The  information  obtained  did  not  warrant 
any  direct  action  by  this  authority. 

Many  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Staff  for  their  loyalty  and 
enthusiasm  and  to  all  Officials  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year.

Samples  of  water  from  the  Public  Supply  were  submitted 
regularly  for  examination  and  the  results  showed  it  to  be  of  very 
good  quality. 

Twenty-three  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Oxford,  for  bacteriological  examination  with  satisfactory 
results. 

Five  samples  of  raw  water  from  the  Public  Supply  wells  were 
submitted  to  a London  laboratory  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examination  and  the  results  showed  these  to  be  of  a very  good  quality.

MILK  SUPPLY 

Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations  1949 
and  1950 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised)

The  source  of  the  milk  supply  for  consumption  within  the 
Borough  has  undergone  a complete  change  during  the  past  twelve 
months.  Previously,  most  milk  was  supplied  from  outside  the 
Borough.  Its  origin  was  therefore  obscure,  and  when  samples 
failed  treatment  and  quality  tests  it  was  difficult,  and  sometimes 
impossible,  to  ascertain  the  reasons.  This  was  most  unsatisfactory 
from  a public  health  point  of  view.  The  milk  distributors  within 
the  Borough  had  been  aware  of  this  for  a considerable  time  and 
wanted  to  obtain  their  supplies  locally.  In  order  that  this  could  be 
done  an  extra  plant  was  necessary  and  this  was  made  possible  by 
the  formation  of  a wholesale  company  by  milk  distributors  within 
the  Borough  who  had  erected  a modern  dairy  for  the  supply  of 
designated  and  pasteurised  milk  for  the  Borough  and  surrounding 
districts. 

This  has  been  the  means  of  reducing  considerably  the  supplies 
from  outside  sources  and  provides  the  extra  plant  which  was  so 
necessary  to  give  almost  complete  local  control  of  designated  milk 
production.  Now  most  of  the  town’s  milk  is  treated  locally. 

Designated  Raw  Milk  (Tuberculin  Tested) 

Samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  were  submitted  regularly 
for  cleanliness  tests  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  Very  few  of 
these  samples  failed,  but  when  such  failures  occurred  the  dairymen 
as  well  as  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  were  acquainted 
with  the  results.  The  failures  were  only  temporary  and  further 
check  samples  proved  satisfactory.

HOUSING 

The  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1934,  to  which  much 
publicity  was  given  m the  press,  has  drawn  public  attention  to  the 
state  of  repair  of  the  older  type  property.  Both  landlords  and 
tenants  have  been  confused  as  to  their  individual  rights,  and  much 
time  has  been  spent  explaining  the  different  points  which  have 
arisen. 

Slum  Clearance 

Circular  30/1954  asked  all  Local  Authorities  to  submit  within 
one  year  details  of  their  proposals  for  dealing  with  houses  which 
appear  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation,  indicating  the  period 
necessary  for  the  completion  of  the  programme. 

In  view  of  the  many  interests  involved  a committee,  consisting 
of  the  Chairmen  and  Vice-Chairmen  of  the  committees  concerned, 
was  formed  to  consider  the  effects  the  Slum  Clearance  programme 
would  have  on  the  work  of  the  Council.  Many  matters  such  as 
financial,  rehousing  of  families  from  Clearance  Areas,  and  the  effect 
of  the  programme  on  the  existing  waiting  list  for  Council  houses 
have  to  be  considered. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  take  the  pre- 
liminary steps  to  deal  with  sixty-four  properties  as  a Slum  Clearance 
Area — this  as  a first  instalment  of  the  programme. 

Further  areas  will  be  prepared  as  circumstances  require.  In 
presenting  these  areas  it  should  be  realised  that  the  number  of 
houses  required  for  rehousing  will  be  considerable  and  more  than 
js  generally  expected. 


Re-conditioning  and  Improvement 

The  argument  may  be  brought  forward  that  most  of  the  older 
properties  could  be  re-conditioned  or  improved.  In  most  instances 
such  proposals  are  impracticable,  due  to  the  presence  of  dampness, 
the  lack  of  air  space  surrounding  the  houses  or  to  the  unreasonable 
cost  that  would  be  involved  in  making  these  houses  merely  dry  and 
weatherproof. 

The  housing  problem  with  regard  to  the  substandard  house  is 
a complex  one.  It  is,  however,  the  intention  of  the  department  to 
extend  its  activities  to  the  limit  with  regard  to  the  older  type  of 
property — with  the  expectation  that  results  will  be  obvious  towards 
the  end  of  the  year. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT  AND  AIR  POLLUTION 

Observations  are  frequently  made  of  such  premises  as  are  liable 
to  cause  offence.  When  necessary  factories  are  visited  in  an 
endeavour  to  minimise  the  amount  of  smoke  exuding  from  chimneys. 
The  minimising  of  excess  smoke,  however,  is  a complex  problem 
within  an  area  which  uses  such  a variety  of  fuels,  and  when  plants 
in  the  past  have  been  allowed  to  be  installed  without  supervision 
and  no  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  character  of  the  smoke 
produced,  no  action  can  be  taken  by  your  Officers  until  the  nuisance 
is  created  and  then  regard  must  be  had  to  sub-section  2 of  section  1 1 0 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  which  states  : — 

In  determining  for  the  purposes  of  this  part  of  this  Act,  where 
the  best  practicable  means  have  been  taken  for  preventing  or  counter- 
acting the  effect  of  a nuisance,  a Court  shall  have  regard  to  cost  and 
to  local  conditions  and  circumstances.’’ 

Therefore,  sub-section  2 of  section  1 1 0 of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1 936,  does  permit  the  emission  of  smoke,  providing  adequate 
practicable  steps  are  taken  and  further  that  the  Courts  are  satisfied 
after  having  considered  the  local  conditions. 

Are  factories  the  main  cause  of  the  smoke  nuisance  ? It  is 
estimated  that  30%  of  the  smoke  emitted  is  from  private  dwellings. 
As  far  as  this  authority  is  concerned,  this  could  be  an  under 
statement,  and  with  the  increased  building  of  private  dwellings 
where  it  is  feared  no  consideration  is  being  given  by  builders  for 
installing  suitable  apparatus  for  burning  smokeless  fuel,  the  emission 
of  smoke  from  this  source  will  be  on  the  increase.  The  effect  of 
this  can  be  seen  when  the  town  is  viewed  from  the  surrounding 
high  ground. 

Further  legislation,  it  is  hinted,  will  contain  provisions  for  the 
control  of  private  dwellings  as  regards  the  installation  of  suitable 
apparatus  for  burning  smokeless  fuel,  and  that  compensation  will  be 
forthcoming  for  adaptation  of  existing  properties. 

Payment  of  this  compensation  will  be  considerably  reduced  if 
fixing  of  approved  installations  were  enforced  immediately.  No 
authority,  however,  exists  for  taking  such  action,  even  if  it  were 


possible  to  carry  out  such  adaptations  and  fixtures.  There  is  no 
guarantee  that  the  supply  of  a suitable  smokeless  fuel  would  be 
available  for  use. 

In  the  meantime  your  Officers  will  give  all  the  attention  that  is 
possible  to  reduce  smoke  emission  from  such  premises  over  which 
they  have  some  control. 

The  emission  of  smoke  from  private  dwellings  should,  however, 
receive  prior  attention  and  legislation  to  that  end  is  long  overdue.

(b)  The  following  table  of  articles  taken  for  analysis  by  the 
Public  Analyst  shows  that  a wide  selection  was  taken.  The  results 
showing  only  two  samples  as  not  genuine  were  not  obtained  by  the 
choosing  of  articles  from  reputable  manufacturers.  Your  Officers 
are  constantly  on  the  watch  for  new  commodities  and  new  varieties 
of  foods  and  take  samples  of  these  wherever  possible.  The  small 
shop  as  well  as  the  large  store  is  visited  with  the  hope  of  obtaining 
the  unusual.  The  results  can  therefore  be  regarded  as  showing 
that  the  traders  in  High  Wycombe  are  buying  with  discretion  and 
in  fact  the  unscupulous  manufacturer  does  not  receive  a welcome  ! 

With  regard  to  milk  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  samples 
taken  show  the  quality  to  be  generally  good,  the  average  fat  content 
being  3.8%  and  solids  not  fat  9.12%  against  legal  standard  of  3.0% 
and  8.5%  respectively.

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 
Meat 

The  source  of  the  meat  supply  has  undergone  a complete  change 
due  to  the  de-control  of  meat,  and  to  the  cessation  of  centralised 
slaughtering  which  had  been  carried  on  by  the  Ministry  of  Food 
since  the  beginning  of  1940. 

With  the  efid  of  controls  the  slaughterhouse  in  Easton  Street 
ceased  to  function  as  a central  depot  from  which  all  home- killed 
meat  had  been  obtained  during  the  control  period.  As  previously 
reported  these  premises  were  not  ideal,  but  could  have  been  made 
into  reasonably  suitable  premises. 

After  control  each  Local  Authority  was  made  responsible  for 
providing  adequate  slaughtering  facilities  within  its  district.  In  con- 
junction with  the  district  Councils  of  Marlow,  Beaconsfield  and 
Wycombe  Rural,  meetings  were  held  to  explore  the  possibility  of

providing  a central  slaughterhouse.  The  butchers  and  other  inter- 
ested parties  attended  and  were  asked  for  information  as  to  the 
number  of  animals  likely  to  be  slaughtered  m the  districts  after 
control  ceased.  The  numbers  could  m any  case, only  be  estimated. 
The  information  obtained  was  such  that  the  Joint  Committee  did 
not  deem  it  advisable  to  carry  on  with  the  scheme.  It  was,  therefore, 
left  to  each  Local  Authority  to  licence  slaughterhouses  in  its  area. 
This  was  the  only  way  in  which  adequate  facilities  for  slaughtering 
could  be  provided  as  no  approval  will  be  given  for  the  erection  of 
modern  slaughterhouses  until  the  Government  have  decided  where 
they  will  be  situated.

RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT, 
1951 

Work  in  connection  with  sampling,  registration  and  inspection 
of  premises  has  continued  as  in  previous  years,  and  no  major  contra- 
vention of  the  Act  has  occurred.  1 he  benefits  anticipated  to  accrue 
from  the  passing  of  the  Act  have  been  fully  realised.  Manufacturers 
of  upholstery  are  fully  conscious  of  the  advantages  of  using  only 
the  best  materials  and  purchase  only  from  makers  of  repute. 


The  use  of  upholstery  filling  materials  is  on  the  decline.  Rag 
Flock  as  such  is  comparatively  little  used,  but  is  now  superseded  by 
other  materials.  Woollen  Felt,  however,  is  another  medium  for  the 
use  of  Rag  Flock,  but  owing  to  its  method  of  presentation  to  the 
manufacturer,  greater  care  has  to  be  taken  in  the  packing  and 
delivery. 

Samples  procured  during  the  year  indicated  that  this  material 
is  of  a very  high  standard.  In  spite  of  better  packing  and  delivery, 
and  greater  care  in  the  type  of  materials  used  in  manufacture,  it  is 
still  Rag  Flock,  and  whatever  objections  there  are  to  using  Rag  Flock 
they  still  apply  to  Woollen  Felt. 


COTTON  FELT 

Cotton  Felt  is  still  used  in  large  quantities,  but  mainly  in 
conjunction  with  rubber.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  one  of  the 
largest  local  makers  of  this  material  will  discontinue  manufacture 
after  the  end  of  the  year.  This  is  unfortunate  from  the  trades  point 
of  view,  and  also  as  far  as  this  department  is  concerned,  as  at  no 
time  has  there  been  any  cause  for  complaint.  The  Cotton  Felt 
manufactured  has  always  been  of  the  highest  quality.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  their  successors  will  carry  on  m a like  manner. 

Samples  of  other  materials  taken  during  the  year  have  all 
complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  In  spite  of  such  satisfactory 
results,  however,  sampling,  inspection  and  supervision  must  be 
maintained  in  order  that  none  but  the  best  quality  material  is  used 
in  the  Borough’s  most  important  trade.
